Lightning Kofls. 


Of lato years so many buildings havo 


been injured by lightning that \verc sup- 
posed to be fully protected with light- 
ning roils thatpublic opinionis boccming 
someivhat chang-cd in regard to the eili- 
cacy of lightuiug rods. We apprehend 
that in many, perhaps the most of, cases 
where damage has been done, it has 
been caused ay tho rods being imper- 
fectly constructed, or put up wrong, or 
perhaps permitted to get out of order 
after being put up. 


Some men who put up rods do not 


understand their business; others, find- 
ing the owner of a building unwilling to 
pay the price that it will cost to fully 
protect his building, will put up half rods 
enough to protect it and assure the 
ownor it is fully protectod. 


If an iron rod is put on a building 


with points to attract the electricity 
from the passing clouds it is of tho high- 
est importance that it should bo so put 
up that it will carry oil' all that it at- 
tracts, or it ha.l better not bo on the 
building. If the end of tho rod does 
not reach tlio ground, the charge of 
electricity will leave the rod, and in all 
probability enter tho building and greatly 
injure it. This is a well understood 
fact, j'ot many buildings have rods on 
them that have been broken olf, and so 
do not reach the ground; in many eases 
tho owners know this but do not take the 
trouble to repair the break. It is also 
well known that to carry oil1 the elec- 
tricity safely, the end of "tho rod must 
descend to moist earth; but notwith- 
Jng this well-known fact, many rods are 
put up so that the rod descends into the 
ground so little depth that the ground at 
the end of tho rod i.3 dry most of the 
summer. 


It is laid down as a rule that a point 


of a rod will protect only a circle twice 
the diameter of the height of the point 
above the building, yet how many en- 
deavor to protect a thirty feet building 
with ono or two points only live feet 
abovo the building, thus protecting less 
than two-ninths of the building. Some- 
times wo see rods running across the 
roof in dillbrent directions, with little 
points every foot or two in length but 
with only one, or at most two rods de- 
scending to the earth, thus inviting a 
largo amount of electricity, 
without 


milking the proper provision to carry it 
oil'. 


Those who have rods 011 their houses 


should carefully examine them every 
year anil see that they are in proper 
condition; or if not, to remove them 
altogether; for it is always daiifcrous to 
i.avo a lightning rod on "a building that 
i.s not properly put up, and always kept 
in good orAcr.—ManMclwsctls 
Plough-

As men arc often poisoned by the bito 


or sling of in.--.jcts, so are plants. 
Nut 


galls and other galls are merely tumors, 
morbid or diseased growth, dec to such 
slings. Says the Me'/iaal Ilucurd : •• There 
are hundreds of varieties of such galls 
easily dislinguishable, and each one owes 
its existence to n, dillbrent ngent" — a 
dillei'ent kind of poison from the differ- 
ent insect that bites it. 


It is now known that a large portion 


of human diseases result from micro- 
scopic plants which find their way into 
the system, multiply with inconceivable 
rapidity, and draw their support from 
the most vital parts of our bodies. 


Says the above authority, "Tho num- 


ber of parasites which infect plants is 
enormous. 
There is hardly a flowering 


plant which is not injuriously all'ected 
by one or more fungi which pray upon 
it. 
Tho grapevine a. one is attacked by 


at least thirty species. 
The morbid 


changes which these parasites induce arc 
manifold ; tho rust on wheat, tho scab 
on apples, the rot in potatoes and in 
fruits, r.ll represent tho activity of those 
foreign intruders." All forms of mildew 
have the same origin. — Youths'

Witlniit Trees .'mil Gum Trees. 


There is now a groat scarcity of walnut 


logs in this country, and it is said that it 
will bo diilicult to obtain a million foot 
of walnut lumber next year, as owing 
to the demand for this wood in Europe 
the supply was greatly reduced by last 
year's cutting. Tho use of walnut in 
the manufacture of sewing machines 
and lead pencils has almost cleaned this 
true out of our western forests. Some 
farmers h.ive begun raising walnut trees 
for the timber. 
An important question 


for builders and manufacturers is, what 
other wood can bo used in the place of 
walnut ? There is a wide-spread belief 
that no other native wood is equal to the 
walnut in certain qualities. It has a line 
grain, and it cures evenly, does not 
readily split or crack, and holds its color 
and shape under trying conditions which 
would warp, shrink and discolor other 
woods. 
It takes a better polish than 


oilier woods of native growth, and more 
nearly resembles mahogany and roso 
wood than an}' other timber grown on 
our soil. The substitute of cherry dyed 
to resemble ebony has partially suc- 
ceeded in the making1 of light frame 
work ; but a broad surface of dyed cherry 
is not so easily obtained. Recently somo 
experiments have been made with tha 
wood of the black gum tree, one of thd 
largest trees grown in the Southern 
Stales. 
Its small blue fruit fattens the 


opossum, and bees make. honey in the 
hollow trunks. It is a peculiarity of the 
growth of these trnes that they become 
hollow as they grow old; but there is 
much sound wood in the branches, which 
has been largely used for railroad ties. 
It has been discovered that the wood of 
this tree can be clyed through and 
through. 
After it has been dyed it is 


susceptible of a fins polish. 
Its dura- 


liility, however, seems to depend, as 
does its color, upon some artificial pro- 
cess, and this renders its availability ns 
a substitute for walnut questionable. 
There is a great supply of gumwood m 
this country, and if it can be utilized for 
a few years the farming of walnut trees 
may make up what is now r. sorious de- 
ficiency in the supply of timber for 
manufacturing purposes. One significant 
fact, showing' the scarcity of walnut, is 
tho presence in tUe west of men who arc 
pulling up old walnut stumps lyitl roots 
to be sawed into VOJlOOr. — &'< Y. §un.

An Kuthuslastic .llontlne. 


A mass meeting of the Republicans of 


tho city was held last evening at 'Lappin's 
hall, it being the opening meeting o£ tho 
campaign. Dr. Henry Palmer presided, 
and the interstices of the speaking were 
filled pleasantly by music from the Bow- 
er City Band. 


Tho first speaker was Mr. J. O. Mct- 


calf, who was received with applause, and 
commenced to talk immediately about 
tho "independent" l)elavau,,couventiou, 
which he said was for the purpose of 
nominating a Democratic candidate for 
Congress. Tho convention, he intimated, 
was a cnt anil dried afl'air, aud so far 
from being independent, was swallowed 
bodily by the Democrats, the only others 
being disappointed Republican ollice- 
seekors. If any proposed to vote for Air. 
Winans, tho candidate of that convention 
they would vote for au unflinching un- 
compromising Bourbon Democrat. Tho 
speaker occupied considerable time in 
proving this winch he laid down as au in- 
eoutestible fact, and advised his Repub- 
lican hearers to remain bv the old ship, 
and stand on tho Republican side m op- 
position to the Democratic party, which 
for years had attempted to destroy tho 
common country, 


Tho Hon. Plmy Norcross was the uox 


spanker, aud commenced with compli- 
mentary references to tho past military, 
political and diplomatic services of tho 
speaker of the evening. Mr. Norcross 
briolly recounted tho circumstances at- 
tho Geneva convention, insisting that tho 
renominatioii 
of 
Mr. Williams was a:i 


honest and fair nno. Mr. Xorcross re- 
viewed briefly tho political career of the 
candidate, showing that his official Ufa 
had l)0ou characterized by faithfulness 
and honesty, and deserved recognition 
in tho shape of a re-olectiou. 


After music by the hand, Ex-Governor 


Fairchild, tho principal speaker of tho 
evening, was introduced. As tho maimed 
old soldier came to the front of tho plat- 
form, ho was received with shouts and 
applause lusting several minutes. Gov- 
ernor Fairchild, as he remarked in open- 
ing his speach, suffers fjr want of prac- 
tice to some extent, his diplomatic du- 
ties during the last ten years being in- 
compatible with speech making, Buthis 
speech had the true Republican ring, and 
after wearing off the first temporary em- 
barrassment, he "sting tbo old song will 
such cll'ect that his every point was re- 
ocired with applause. 


After paying a compliment to tho enter- 


prise and increased business energy of 
Janesville, Gov. Fairchild stated his pur- 
pose to explain to his hearers why ho 
was now as twenty years ago a Repnbii 
can. There was danger iu tho oil' years 
of politics, of giving way to personal 
likes and dislikes. But tho Republican 
party could never bo deserted with safety 
even iu an off year. To tho statement 
that tho Republican party has performed 
its mission, tho governor argued that tho 
old song oE the glory of tho Republican 
party was as sweet and harmonious now 
as it ever had been, and insisted that a 
party which had reunited a dissevered 
country prosecuted the war of the rebel 
lion to a successful end aud adjusted tho 
shattered SQuaucos of a country almost 
impoverished by a disastrous war, payiuj 
its debts in honest money deserved per- 
petuity. Tho Rapnblican party was not 
a mere scramble for office. 
Ollice-seok- 


iug was a national disease, confined to 
no party. Its contests wero not oOice- 
secliiug contests, but tho result of an ar- 
dout desire to soo right prevail. There 
was one thing the opposition had not, 
aud that was a patriotic record, 
There 


was nothing in tho history of that party 
that did not call for apology and excuses. 
Who m this country, tho speaker asked, 
could deny these facts. Not one. Even 
tho Democrats gloried m tho achieve- 
ments of tho government of the United 
States during tho last twenty years, 
which were, in fact, the achievements of 
tho Republican 
party. 
And it was 


worthy of mention that while tho Re- 
publican party might have made sonio 
slight mistakes in judgment, no one 
could point to a single bit of vindictive 
legislation, tending to degrade tho posi" 
tiou. or political status of even its bit- 
terest opposera. Referring again to the 
record of the country in paying its wai 
debt the speaker called attention to the 
fact that in spite of the opposition of the 
Democratic party to this payment tho 
credit ot the Uuitod States was bettor 
than that of any other country on 
tho 
face 
of 
tho 
globe 


Owing to the commercial prosperity of 
tho country, brought about by the finan- 
cial policy of the Republican party, im- 
migration, was invited and foreigners 
came to our shores in vast numbers to 
help develop the country; and the coii- 
socpience was that a better state of thing: 
for poor and rich existed m the Dnitec; 
States than in any other country, 


Tho speaker proceeded to analyze some 


oC tho criticisms mode by Democrats on 
the Republican party and its actions, Tho 
River and Harbor bill, recently passed, 
lio first considered, and handled it some- 
what tenderly. Ho had not examined it 
enough to know whether some of its ap- 
propriations wero unnecessary or not. 
Ho had heard that this was the case, but 
had never received a satisfactory auswei 
to tho question. Are there any serious 
items iu that bill which should have 
been omitted? Ha admitted that Con- 
gressman Williams might have made 
mistake iu voting for tho bill, but denied 
.that oven were this BO, there was any op- 
portunity for tho congressman to benefit 
his 'town pocket-book n particle by his 
vote; aYid supposing that ho voted under 
a misapprehension, it should be remem- 
bered that t-vjugresameu are fallible and 


tho Democrats were milking sueli an 
ado about the pnssaffu of this bill, the 
Hpeakur called attention to tho fact that 
moro Democratic tliau Kepublicau Ssn- 
ntoru voted for it. '.L'he fact was that 
every harbor ami river in tha country 
ought to be unproved aud made as per- 
fect aa possible. 
This principle being 


conceded, tho only question was as to 
the amount OH tho appropriation. It was 
si:nply a i[nestion oE judgment, and tho 
motives o£ neither the representatives 
nor tlio President should be condemned 
becauso tho one Had vots.l Cor tho bill 
aud Lho other had vetoed it. The con- 
gressmen undoubtedly voted for tho bill 
conscioucionsly, aud the President as 
couscienciously vetoed it. 
. 


The speaker referred to tho disgraceful 


of so much whisky being drank on tho 
Gariiold funcraltraiu, and contsndod that 
it was u mistake, aud that it was bettor 
to vote iu favor of paying thi-j bill, even 
though it coutuinoil this obnoxious itom 
rather than to mako a public scandal by 
voliujf against it. 


It had been said t'.iat thoro ware dis- 


honest men'in tho Republican party. So 
there wero among all sorts and condit- 
ions oE men, but tlio speaker insisted that 
tho Kepublicau party never failed to 
prosocuto its dishonest ollice holders 
who prostituted their position to pur- 
poses of private gain. The party never 
sought to conceal wrong aud fraud with- 
in if 
ct ranks, and pointed to the recent star 


route prosecution in corroboration. 


The speaker showed tlio absurbity of 


:he democratic cry ubont civil service re- 
form, calling the attention of tlio audien- 
ce to fact that the Democrats whenever 
;hey hnl control of asuito, county or city 
uniformly violated every principle of 
correct civil scrvicj. 
T:»ore ;u;vur had 


jcen a time when thoro were HO fe\v re- 
movals from ullicoou'ohargooC mal-admiu 
istration as during the last tea years. To 
the victors belong the spoils," was a pre- 
eminently democratic cry. 
Ho insisted 


that the civil service of this country was 
more honestly and intelligently informed 
than that of any other country in the 
world. Still the speaker admitted that 
tho present method of appointmont to 
ollice might bo improved up.m, and 
prayed God that tiny improvement might 
be made. 


Guv. Fan-child insisted that it was as 


important now to stand by the party as in 
thu year of a pre.siiluuti.il campaign 
becauso the next congress was lo puvlfy 
itself ol! democratic mombers electcu 
fraudulently,Jand it was therefore impor- 
tant that there should lu1 a .Republican 
majority.
